Reckless Speeding 

Bri ngs Dir e Results 

Two Men Seriously Injured When Auto and 
Gasoline Car Collide on R. R, Crossing 


The evils of reckless speeding wer® 
brought forcibly to ( lhe attention of 
our citixcns Monday morning by au 
accident which imperilcJ two lives and 
resulted in serious though, fortunate 
ly, not fatal injuries, to til? two* indi 
viduals immediately concerned. It 
*ecm* that Mr. Clarence Bailey, who 
in connection with his hruthef, oper. 
ales the St. Cloud-Ktsftmntf® auto 
bus line, was going from town to hi* 
home ucai the railroad crossing on 
Tennessee avenue. Hr noticed the 
gasoline car used by the sec ion tore 
man approaching, but evidently mis- 
calcula:ed its speed, and supposed he 
would have time to make the crossing 
Not till the front wheels of the ma¬ 
chine struck ittic track did he realise 
his danger. He immediately turned 
t»u more power but wu* too late. The 
• wilt moving railroad car struck the 
left hind wheel of thr auto w ith terri¬ 
fic force, throwing It some fifteen 
feet from the track and derailed the 
car. The drivers of both cars were 
rendered unconackms and Mr, Bailey- 
remained in that condirion for marly 


an hour. The great wonder is that 
both were not killed. 

Mr. Bailey's moat serious injuries 
were about the face, his teeth being 
jammed into the r«-.of of his mouth 
and through Ins lips. He was also 
badly bruised about the Ixnly. 

Mr. C. A. Hatch, driver of the gas¬ 
oline car, section foreman, living at 
Leghorn Junction, was described as a 
mas* of bruise*, ho: •had no holies bro¬ 
ken, He will have a souvenir of the 
accident for many days, but may be 
thankful it was n » worse. Dr. J D. 
Chunn attended the injured men. 

\Y? understand that the authority of 
the city as to speed limit extends to 
thr railroad as well a* to the city 
street*. Mr. Hailey a«*erts that the 
gasoline car was moving at a rate 
equal to or cxcceling fifty mites an 
hour Such a rat** over our unprotec¬ 
ted street crossings is exceedingly 
danger*ins, and if there |» any ordi 
nance covering such speeding pi 
•liould he strictly enforced If them 
in no such ordinance, one should be 
passed without delay.

Few person* appreciate the econ 
otny and profit In raising poOltry In 
me South. The fowl differs from 
othrr farm animal* in having a high 
temperature, great digestive capacity 
and activity of life.

•The production, however, can be in¬ 
creased almost indefinitely, for there 
arc millions of acre* of cheap cut-over 
lands m 1 hr South well adapted to 
the crop.

Do n»>t kill the young chickens for 
meat until they arc full grown, is the 
advice of the University of Florida ex¬ 
tension division. Broilers and fry¬ 
ers are a luxury that few Florida Fam¬ 
ilies can afford. It may not have 
cost you much to grow them, but with 
a view to what they will be worth 
when in full flcah, you cannot afford 
lo sacrifice them now. 

Neither should the young tow* he 
flurried onto the market. Keep them 
for breeding purpose*, whether they* 
are native stock or purebred*. Buy 
a pure bred boar and thr litters fr«*m 
ihe native tows will show marked im¬ 
provement. 

I he same warning will hold f <r (he 
female calve* Keep them for breed¬ 
ing stock If you are ••ffrrej * good 
price for the female# you might fig¬ 
ure the situation from thia angle:
